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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description; 7, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 5, 
9, 21 22, 2, 3150, 51, 52, 60, 61, 62, 63, 70, 71, 72, 73, 731, 74, 77, 78, 791, 79 c& 752. 

The di-awings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: 10, 11, 12, 13, 42, 
43, 44, 411, 412, 413, 4111, 421, 4211 & 422. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character ''78'' has been used to designate both stud (pg. 5, line 23) and bases (pg. 7, 
line 11). 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the bottom base, four posts, machine 
base, four rings, rotating button, two rod bases, threaded rod, actuating rod, left and right sides 
of the machine base, handle, rectangular hole, urging block, spring (dm. 1); limit groove (elm. 
3); pivot stud (elm. 4) and plate (dm. 5) must be shown/illustrated or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Figure 3 is labeled ''Prior Arf\ however the specification defines this figure to be 
accordance with the present preferred embodiment (pg. 2 & 3 lines 10-13). Clarification is 
required. 
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Corrected di awing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement-drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed fi-omthe replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71, as being unclear. For example, the 
failure of the specification to coiTelate and define elements illustrated in the drawings renders the 
disclosure confiising. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment, which clarifies the disclosure. 

Applicant should be carefiil not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure (i.e., 
matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such foil, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claiml-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. With regard to claim 1, the claim fails to positively recite the critical 
interrelationships between the elements. For example, it is unclear how the rotating button, 
moving rod and urging block relate to rest of the claimed elements. Additionally, it is not clear if 
the "bit" (line 35) is being claimed and if so what is it operatively connected to? Also, it is 
unclear if "said two side bases" (line 34) refers to the two rod bases recited in line 12 or if these 
are separate elements. Clarification is required. 

There are insufficient antecedent bases for following limitations: 

"said moving rod" in line 8 (elm. 1) 

"said two side bases" in line 34 (elm. 1) 

Claim 1 and therefore it's dependencies (elms. 2-6) appear to recite patentable subject 
matter, however, all of the claims should be reviewed for clarity, antecedent basis concerns and 
proper recitation of critical interrelationships.
